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The Powers of the President — Their
Dangerous Growth,

Tusns are those who profess to be greatly
alarmed at the growing tendency in our coun-
try to diminish the powers of the Executive,
W are treated to declamatory leaders in some
of the publio journals upon the dangers of
the exerolse of too much power by Congress.
We oonfess that we do not share thess
spprobensions. On the contrary, aside from
all temporary considerations, we regard the
disposition to check and restrain the powers
of the Executive as ons of the wost healthy
indications of our times. It has for & long
time been apparent to our best thinkers and
obgervers, that the great and growing danger
in pur Government was from the expansion
of Exeoutive power and privileges far beyond
any limit that was contemplated by the framers
of the Constitution, and far too much for the
safety of our free institutions. The mere
growth of the country alone has extended the
patronage of the President to an enormous
degree, while under the ruls of the slave
power which so long oursed the country there
was a oonstant augmentation of Exeoutive
influence to acoomplish the sectional ends of
that hatefol oligarchy. It was underthat rule
that the dangerons and unconstitutional prao-
tioe of Executive interference to direct and
control the legislation of Congress grew up.
During the administration of James Ba-
chanan this was ocarried to such an
unblushing extent, that in the great Lecompton
oontroversy the agents of the lixecutive
might be found regularly in the halls of Con-
gresa direoting the movements of their parti-
sans, and with their hands and pockets fall of
bribes in the shape of commissions for luora-
tive offices wherewith to buy up the members
of easy virtue. The Executive was generally
reported at that time to have boasted that he
would put the Lecompton Constitution, pure
and simple, through Congress within a given
nwmber of days. During the years which
marked the rise and growth of the Republican
party, it was a ocommion occurrence for the
Preaident to pension off with a good fat office
every recreant member of Congress who by
solling himself out to the slave power had in-
curred retribution at the hands of his out.
raged and indignant oconstitmency. Andrew
Johnson was brought up and politically edu-
oated in this corrupt school of politivs. Indeed,
he was one of its bright and shining lights.
Henoe, when, by that terrible tragedy which
time seems only to shrond in deeper mystery,
e suddenly found himself in possession of the
Presidency, he at once began to put in prao-
tice all the maxims and precedents which the
lave power had given him. Unfortunately,
the tremendous exigencies of the war had tem
porarily blinded the people to the use of ex-
traordinary powers by the Exeoutive, or
Andrew Johunson's very first attempt to
arrogate to  himself the settlement of
the vast problem of reconstruction would have
aroused the mation instantly to its danger.
The awakening, however, soon came, and it was
seen to what a fearful extent Executive usur-
pation had grown up and fortifled itsell. With
tha downfall of the slave power the national
sense was quickened and its perceptions en-
lightened. The nnparalleled treachery of the
present Executive, his attempts to defraud the
nation of the just fraits of its victories over
treason and rebellion; his persistent refusal to
exeoute the laws, and his general attitude of
deflance to the popular will, have brought
thia whole question of the dangerons growth
of Executive power prominently before the
peopla, It shonld mow be forever settled.
And it should be done, in our opinion, by re-
duocing that power to the very lowest possible

uml‘:.mlm. It is the sheerest non-

sensa to pt Aaneer from Congress. It

ia like talking about the people being in dan-

ger from themselves. If self-government is

safe, then Congress is safe, for Congress is the

direot representative of the people. Every

two yeara the lower House and one-third of

the upper come from the people. It is, there-

fore, impossible that Congress should endan-
gor the liberties of the people. It is the sa-

preme power fs Government, made s0 by

the Constitut d necessarily so in & re-

public. But we have found,in our experience as
& ustion, this Executive, one-man power
growing far beyond its vonstitutional limits.
We now behold it dafying the will of the people.
It is time that it were restrained and brought
inte proper subjection. It will be fully power-
ful enough when it exarcises only those fone-
tions with which the plain letter of the Con-
gtitution endows it. The Tenure of Office bill
was & step in the right direction, but it was
only a step. The Executive should be stripped
of his vast patronage. It is a terrible instru-
ment of corruption. It is unnecessary to the
proper fulfilment of his duties, and is a con-
staut temptation to doing wrong. Under that
clause in the Constitution which empowers
Congress to vest the appointment of such in-
forior officers as they think proper in the
courts of law, or in the Heads of Departments,
the President might be stripped almost entirely
of the appointing power; and by diatributing
the control of the patronage of the Goyern-
ment among various independent repositories,
it would ceass to become & HOUT08 of improper
and unoonstitutional influence in the Govern-
ment. We ard_tired of seeing the President

| attompt to interfere with and aiispe the lagli-

lation of the eountry. Itis shanwefal ts be-
hold him buying up votes snd seeking to oarry
eloctions with the bribery of office. 1t s dis-
gusting to witness his pettifogging attempta to
evade the plain intent of the laws and avoid
their faithfal sxecution. It is alarming to see
him defisntly set st maught the popular will,
and sssume an attitade of hostility to the
people snoh as no orowned head in Karope
would dsre to ocoupy. The remedy for all
this is to apply the pruning-knife of the Con-
stitution, and lop off these huge branohes of
Rxecntive usurpation, reduce the President's
power to the minimum, make him feal that ha
iz the people’s servant, and mot their master;
and in this partioular onse of Andrew Johnson,
if he persists in his warfare upon the Consti-
tution and the people, promptly briog him to
answer at the bar of the Senate for his orimes
and misdemeanors.

General Grant Interposes.

Tun aotion of the General of our armies in
finally issuing the order removing (eneral
Sickles, again oansed a doubt to pass through
the mind of the people ag to whather he was
really determined to throw himself in the
path of the Exeoutive madman, or permit
him to undo the work of months. It seems,
however, that after a careful examination of
the Reconstruction act, the General discerned
that he had no authority under it to prevent
the removal of any district commander, and
he therefore consentad to what he had not the
alternative of refusing. In order, however, to
show to the peopld that, as far as the law
allowed Idm, he was determined to prevent
any counter revolution in the progress of re-
conatruction, he immediately issued the direo-
tion that the “District Commanders will
make no appointments to oivil offices of per-
#ons who have been removed by themselves or
their predecessors in command."’

This brief order reveals to us two very im-
portant facts in the condition of public affairs.
In the first place, it shows us that, so far as
legal, Gieneral Grant intends to stop the Presi-
dent in his headlong oareer, It declares in
advance that, so far as it is allowable, he will
act as the great mass of the loyalists of the
land demand, and will not be driven from
what he esteems his duty by reason of a threat-
ened rupture with the Executive. This, in
itself, is a great declaration, and one so nnmis-
takably made that we shall be both surprised
and grieved if, through any tacit assent of the
(General in the future, Mr. Johnson is allowed
to go ome jot or ons tittle beyond what he is
authorized to do by law.

The second ravelation afforded by the order
is that, in the opinion of General Graunt, it is
necessary to prevent the newly appointad dis-
trict commanders from doing that which, if left
alone, they would be likely to do. It is really
the same as expressing a belief that the people
of the North cannot rely with confidence on
the new appointees, and that, should they be
laft to themselves, they would probably rein-
state in power the Rebel officials removed by
their predecessoys. This is an extreme view
of the meaning of the order, and we earnestly
hope that our deductions may not be
warranted by events, But it expresses a
doubt as to whether or not the district
commanders would act as forbidden, and im-
plies & hesitancy in General Grant's mind as
to implicitly trusting them without previoua
directions. The order itself iz well calculated
to caunse renewed confidence in the loyal de-
termination of Grant to stand by the principles
of the Republican party, and is a death-knell
to the hope of Wells and the band of ex-officials
of the Sonth, who have been spending their
money in Washington in their endeavors to
regain oflice with the removal of the present

commanders, and who, in the hour of victory,
thus found the fruit within their reach turn to
ashes at their tonch.

IxrorvaTion WaANTED.—Six solid colamns of
what seems to be & rehash of the Federalist aad
Story on the subject of the Judiciary, have Leen
laid before the President by Binckley on the
removal of General Bickles. It may be very
good and very true and all that, but then it ia
well to gpecnlate how many people will read
it. There was Mr. Johnson, who possibly read
it, and Mr. Binckley, who certainly did. Then
there are telegraph operators who read por-
tions of the synopsis; then a number of
printers each read a ‘“take,’’ and the proof-
reader had to wade throngh it all; but these
are all that we can think of who have in all
human probability become acquainted with its
contents. We have been speculating under
what possible circumstances a man might be
induced to read it through. We thought of
railroad travelling in New Jersey, and waiting
for a train, and all the other moments when
ennui is fearfully powerful. But we have yet
to find one special case in which for relief the

victim wonld turn to the opinion of Binckley,
It i2 worse than Mr. Johnson's speeches on his

WASHINGTON GOSSIP.

The Cause of the Defects of the Recon-
strunotiom Acts.

WasHINGTON, Bepl, L—Some of the papers,
v copying and commenting on the desputobes
regarding thedefects In the iast Supplementary
Reoconstruction sols, undertalke L correot your
correspondent by atiributing such defects to tae
consel valism of the Senate, tustesd of Lo hasty
nction on the L of Congruess generally. Now,
every one who was here during the sesslon
knows better. The so-onlled *“conservatism
of the Senate' expressed liself in doubts
as Lo the constitutional power of Congress
to prohibit the President from ‘removing
the military commanders, and to this
the Hounse ylelded. But the chief de-
fect In the law, wblch is the limited power
conferred up.n Generasl Grant, was direcily the
result of rushing the bul througn the blind
munipualations of & Conlference Commitles,
Kvery one present will remember the forciule
appeals of Mr. Sechofield, of Pennsylvania,
agalnst sending the bill o w Conference Comes
miitiee, whose report must neeassarily be voted
on blindly, and the result s shown the wis-
dom of his position, Congress assembled under
the whip and spur of Stanberry’'s opinion,
which hed just declared that there was no
power in the law aunthorvizing military coum-
munders to make removals. “*Well,"” said Con-
gress, “if it be not there, let's pat (L there.” And
they did. *“Now,” sald they, “lei’'s give
General Grant the same power''—whiolh they
did—and stopped just short of the mark, A
section of three lines, Investing General Grant
with all the powers conferred upoun the disiriot
commanders, would have effécted more than
the three whole sectlions which it took to glve
him the power to make and unmake ofice
holders. But I remember an inecldent whioh
helps to explain this sbortsightedness in part.
At that time many Republicans hadn’t muach
faith in General Grant, and a prominent Sena-
tor gaid to me, * We put Grant in the bill, so If
he is what his friends say he is, he will have a
chance to show it."'

Another polnt some of the papers entirely
overlook. Tney say If Grant has not sufficient
power under ihe aots he I8 General-in-Chlef,
and his subordinates must obey the orders he
may igsue. Equally,in this sense, is General
Grant the President's subordinate, and he must
obey all Afs orders, though they may overrule

Tar Pans Poor.—A recent return of the
indigent class in Paris gives the following par-
ticulars:—In Paris, in 1863, there were 40,050
families, congisting of 101,570 individuals; in
1866 this numbeér was Increased, and the
roturn was 40,644 families, urnmpriHinE 105,119
individuals——that is, an increase of 588 fami-
lies and 3549 individuals. In the population
of Paris one person out of 1712 is a registerad
and relieved pauper. The richest quarteris the
“fashionable ninth arrondissement'’ (1'Elyada),
in which there ia only one pauper out of 5365
inhabitants; the poorest iz the ‘‘Gobelins,"
where one out of 621 gets relief. It appears
that three-fourths of the persons seeking relisf
in Paris do not really belong to the city, but
are country people tempted to Paris by what
seems to them—persong totally ignorant of the
increased rate of living there—fabulons wages.
The average relief afforded has been 48f. Ghe.
per individual.

How 7o Gsr Fresn Air.—The London Tele-
graph says:—*"'A daring inventor is to brin
the fresh air up to London, like the milk, an
the meat, and the drinking water. Mr, Thomas,
of Deptford, a carpenter, sees his way toa
plan of pumping pure and cold rural atmo-
sphiere into the capital. The pure air is to
pass through iron tunnels; the cold airis to
§o throngh other tunnels, and through ice-
wnses; iron pipes are to branch off to the
various streets and roads, while smaller pipes
are to be furnished for the houses, eto, Puare
air may be obtained at the distance of Chisel-
hurst Common, By this invention, says the
projector, it might be vonveyed to any court,
alley, or other close place—a plan which, in
case of fever or cholera, would be most in-
valuable."”

Prooness or Avstrania.—In 1865 the im-
ports into the Australian colonies reached
£35,000,000, and the exports .£30,000,000.
Within the last sixteen years New South
‘Wales and Vietoria have yielded £150,000,000
worth of gold, and New South Wales has pro-
duced 5,000,000 tons of coal. South Australia
has also, within the last ten years, exported
45,000,000 worth of copper. The tonnage
of Australasian vessels which arrived at Aus-
tralasian portsin 18056 was 2,000,000, and a
similar amount of tonnage left those ports
during the same period. Eorty years ago the
number of horses, cattle, and sheep in Auns-
tralia was nnder 400,000; the number is now
naarly 35,000,000,

Pxgeyaric, — The namber of telegraphic
despatches received at the central station in
Paris has increased so considerably that the
administration, finding it impossible to send
them by porters in all directions to their re-
aEectIvo destinations, has adopted a plan for
the speedy transmission of letters.

metres, two and a half inches in dismeter, has
been laid down from the central office iu the
Rue de Grenells St. Germain to the Hotel des
Postes, and back again te the central office.
Each cylinder may contain as many as forty
despatches, and a new one is sent off every
ten minutes.
